White Star Liner Sent to Bottom by 


German Submarine Off South Coast 
of Ireland—British Steamer Dunsley 
Also Torpedoed 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—A torpedo from 


a German submarine sent to the bot- 
tom of the Atlantic at 9.15 o'clock this 
morning, off the south coast of Ireland, 
the White Star liner Arabic, on her 
,vay from Liverpool to 
New 
York. 


Early this evening when nine hours 


elapsed, the fate of the 423 per- 


sons on board was unknown in London 
or Queenstown. 
Great Loss of Life 


The latest word from Queenstown 


was that It was feared there had been 
a great loss of life. On the other hand 
despatches received by two news agen- 
cies in London said that apparently 
the greater part of those had been 
saved. 


Main hope was pinned on the report 
that a steamship was proceeding to 
Queenslown with about 400 persons' on 
hoard. 
A report from the 
British 


steamer Magnolia said that the British 
steamship Dunsley also had been, tor- 
pedoed, but that some time after the 
Arabic went down she was still afloat 
and was picking up survivors. 


The White Star line after first an- 
nouncing that there were 410 persons 
on board later gave but a corrected 
statement giving the total number ns

passengers, 48 In the steerage and 243 
members of the crew. 


FIFTEEJf BOATLOADS SAVED 


NEW YORK, Auk. IS.—Fifteen boat- 


loads of the Arabic's passengers and 
crew have been saved, according tq a 
cable despatch received here at 2.30 
p. m.. by the White Star line. The de- 
spatch follows: . 


"The Arabic sailed Wednesday af- 


ternoon with cargo and mails and 175 
passengers and was sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine at 9.15 o'clock this 
morning off the south coast of Ireland. 
Hopeful that all passengers and crew 
have been saved as 15 boatloads were 
rescued." 


The mail aboard the vessel, it was 


said at the White Star line office, con- 
sisted of 2SOO bags of letters and 
bags, of parcel post mattor.

tq«nt is a ready-mado plank for every 


|j-'politlcal platform; It Is a slogan that 
* l« supported before elections by all 
1 parties. After election, It is usually 


more or less disregarded by all parties, 
but as tha country grows larger and 
'£8 the demands on the public treasury 
^become greater, the need for genuine 
economy in government grows more 
and more imperative. This need is I 


f- felt in municipal, state and 
federal i 


government, but for many years the 
national government 
has been 
tho 


most extravagant. 


Students of, public affairs and pa- 


triotic leaders of ail parties have 1s- 
Hied many warnings In recent years 
'tealnst squandering 
public 
moneys, 


and the American people aro besin- 
nfrig to realize that if government is to 
be efficient and economical, appropria- 
tions will have to be cut down, and 
many avenues of wasto will have io be 
"closed. We shall havo 
to 
develop 


more business and less politics in na- 
tional circles at Washington. The need 
.(or tconomy was never more pointedly 
.brought to tie attention of the public 
triayi in tho latest 
address 
which 


.President Wilson' made in person be- 
fore congress. 


In an address recently delivered at 


Dayton, United States Senator Kenyon 
of Iowa made a .strong and logical at- 
tack on the custom that has long 
obtained In congress of constructing 
expensive and unnecessary buildings, 
providing garden seeds for freo distri- 
bution to constituents 
of members, 


'and making like drains on the treas- 
ury. 
"The people of this country" do 


hot know what wanton extravagance 
Is practised by their representatives at 
Washington," he said. 
"It is 
high 


lime that some of 
these antiquated 


customs, that havs 
been

.through generations gone by, merely 
as political assets arid to influence the

Senator Kenyon recalled tho

That the allies 
contemplate

strong offensive sooner or later seems 
certain, but it will be only when they 
lave the munitions In sufficient quan- 
tity to compete with Germany. 


This explanation was frankly given 


recently In Moscow by Sir 
Georgo 


liuchanan, British ambassador to Rus- 
sia, in answer to some bitter criticism 
of tho allies' Inactivity while Russia 
s sorely pressed. Ho declared 
that 


only by vast stores of munitions could 
.hey hope to drive Germany back, nrul 
hinted ac a strong offensive In Franco 
and Belgium at the opportune moment. 
Furthermore ho'adniitted that tho ac- 
tion at the Dardanelles weakened tho 
English lines hi France, while the Ger- 
mans dlil not lessen their efforts In the 
west throughout the Russian campaign. 
England's cry still Is for guns and 
ammunition, and until she lias 
the 


necessary supplies, thoro will be no 
great action, unless forced by Ger- 
many.

Of interest to those who use auto- 


mobiles is the announcement that in 
the course of the summer the .Massa- 
chusetts state highways that are most 
frequently usert by motorists will be 
marked with a simple but 
effective 


direction sign, so that tourists may 
travel from end to end of tbo state 
without 
being 
obllpred to stop and 
consult signboards. Rome of the work 
has been dono and it is being pushed 
forward rapidly In other places. 
The 
marking is being carried on under tho 
direction of the highway commission, 
which, although the last legislature
